Tomorrow night, 167 
Adair County High School 
seniors will be honored at 
graduation for completing 
their secondary education. 

While the accomplishment is 
worth celebrating for each of

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City Renews Lease With 
Adair County Fire Dept.

After months of debate and discussion among the Columbia 
City Council and Mayor Curtis Hardwick, the council voted in 
approval of Hardwick’s recommendation Monday that the city’s 
lease with the Adair County Fire Dept, for shared use of the 
firehouse be renewed. 

There was no discussion or explanation given at the meeting, 
despite Hardwick arguing previously that the lease agreement was 
too high and should be terminated or renegotiated. The terms of 
the two-year lease are: $1,250 per month, with the city paying all 
water bills, gas bills, telephone, internet, and fax line bills for the 
firehouse. 

Budget Amendment Tabled 

Also at Monday’s meeting, City Attorney Marshall Loy read an 
amendment to the city’s budget that would leave the year-end 
balance of the General Fund with a deficit of $38,000, as opposed 
to the $39,000 surplus that was originally projected. Dr. Ronald 
Rogers moved to accept the amendment, and Mark Harris offered 
a second, but after a lengthy discussion the item was tabled and 
will be addressed at a special called meeting later this month. 

Councilor Charles Grimsley objected, saying that state law 
forbids passing an unbalanced budget. Media member Sharon 
Burton asked Loy if the move was illegal. 

Hardwick replied that while the General Fund would show a 
deficit, there were surpluses in other areas that would make up for 
the deficit in that one specific area. 

“The bottom line, if you add it all together, it’s balanced,” 
Hardwick said, noting that the deficit would only be reflected in

Arrest Made Following 
Monday Stop At Car Wash

A Jefferson County man was arrested in Columbia Monday on 
drug and weapons charges after the Adair County Sheriff’s Dept, 
spotted a vehicle which matched the description of one involved 
in a theft and accident that occurred the previous day. 

Robert Lawson, 31, was stopped Monday evening at a car wash 
on Campbellsville St. when Adair County Sheriff Harrison Moss 
noticed a white pickup truck at the car wash. 

“We approached Lawson initially because the truck looked 
similar to one we were looking for,” Deputy Adam Cravens 
explained. “He had no ID on him, but he gave us his information 
and we ran him and found out he was wanted and a convicted 
felon.” 

What Moss and Cravens found was that Lawson had a prior 
history of conviction as well as two outstanding warrants from 
Jefferson and Bullitt County. Additionally, upon approaching the 
vehicle, the officers noticed a weapon, a .45 caliber pistol, located 
in the truck.

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With Adair County High School’s graduation 
ceremony slated for tomorrow night, this seems 
as appropriate of a time as any to reminisce, 
celebrate, and mourn the fact that I walked 
across that same graduation line exactly 10 years 
ago, and maybe offer a few tips to this year’s 
class. 

When I look back at high school graduation, I 
don’t really remember the speeches, songs, or 
anything of that nature.

Notes on Miss Xantippe 
“Tip” Saunders- 

Mary Ann Xantippe ‘Tip’ Saunders was born 1838 in 
Adair County, died 1922 at Louisville, Jefferson County. An 
artist of note in Louisville, she is known for her portraits and 
landscapes, some of which were painted in Adair County. 
Much might be told of Miss Tip, but the following from the 
newspapers upon her death will give an idea of her 
importance and connection to this county. 

Mark Twain’s Cousin Dies—Miss Xantippe Saunders, 85, 
for many years one of the leading artists of this city, died at 
10:45 o’clock last Tuesday morning at her home, 3128 
Western Parkway [Louisville]. Miss Saunders first began her 
serious work as an artist under professor Pering, of 
Louisville, continuing her studies in New York under 
Professor Eaton and Professor Wilmorth. Later she was 
associated with Carnelia [Cornelia] Pering, of this city, for 
over twenty-five years, the art school here being known as 
Pering & Saunders. She was a cousin of the late Mark Twain 
and...was known particularly as a portrait painter. After the 
funeral services the interment was in Cave Hill Cemetery 
[Louisville]. 

Miss Saunders was a native of Adair County, her mother 
being a Miss Hancock, and there are yet many of her 
relatives living in the surroundings of Columbia. She was a 
very popular young woman, and especially was she the 
favorite of the young people of this community... 

As an artist, Miss Saunders had but few equals. After 
receiving advantages in New York, she spent a year or two 
abroad. 


Some Precious Someone had the courage to Ask, “Why do 
we amass so many things that we don’t really need?” Lirst, 
we live in a consumer driven culture. As Americans, we 
compete to have the latest, lightest, fastest, shiniest, 
brightest, highest definition, mega pixels and geobyte 
memory gadgets.

Paddle Adair Trail Town 


A specimen of her work can be seen on the tomb of Mrs. 
Prudie Lyon, the first wife of Mr. W.R. Lyon, in the 
Columbia Cemetery. It is the deceased’s picture and it is 
burned in the stone, the weather having no effect upon it. 

The passing of this distinguished character removes from 
Kentucky one of her most distinguished women, one whose 
memory will linger for ages. Judge Junius Hancock of this 
place was a cousin of the deceased.—Adair County News, 12 
December 1922-The first two paragraphs were reprinted 
from the Louisville Herald the remainder is original to the 
News.”I have just read in the News of the death of Miss Tip 
Saunders. This brings to mind many reflections. In 1886, 
when I moved to Louisville, to become pastor of the 
Portland Avenue Christian Church, Miss “Tip” as she was 
always called, was the treasurer of that church, and 
remained so for many years afterward. Her father died about 
the time I moved there, in November, and his funeral was 
the first one I ever assisted in conducting, for this was my 
first pastorate. 

“She was a noble Christian woman, and was always held 
in the highest esteem by all who knew her, rich and poor, 
great and small. She was never married, and could get off 
more fun at the expense of ‘old maids’ than any woman I 
ever saw. She was brainy, witty and sweet spirited. And now 
after the lapse of all these years, in loving memory I want to 
lay a wreath upon her grave...” —Adair County News, 26 
December 1922; excerpted from a long letter from Rev. 
Marion “M.L.” Harmon, a native of Adair County then 
living in Mississippi.

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McQuaide says that the col¬ 
lege experience she gained 
while still technically in high 
school has made her more pre¬ 
pared for U of L, where she 
plans to double major in psy¬ 
chology and biology before 
eventually going to medical 
school. 

“It’s given me a confidence 
that I might not have had 
before,” she says. “Whenever I 
took some of the [college] 
classes I realized there was a lot 
I could do and learn by 
myself—stuff I could do kind of 
on my own.” 

Away from the classroom, 
McQuaide excelled as a member 
of ACHS’s national powerhouse 
Academic Team, enjoys playing 
music, and worked the conces¬ 
sion stand this year at high 
school football and basketball 
games. She credits English 
teacher and A-Team coach Brett 
Reliford, as well as math teacher 
Brent Campbell, as inspirational 
teachers in her time at ACHS. 

“Mr. Reliford taught us to 
really be responsible for our 
own success,” McQuaide 
explains. “He taught us to 


always strive for improvement. 
Mr. Campbell, he always 
encouraged me too, and he’s the 
one that got me doing conces¬ 
sions at ball games, which was a 
good experience for me.” 

As a bit of parting wisdom to 
younger ACHS students, 
McQuaide offers this nugget of 
advice: “Study and prepare 
yourself, because when you get 
to college you have to be 
responsible for yourself. You 
have to be an independent 
learner.” 

Salutatorian: 

Brittany Curry 

Adair County High School’s 
expanded initiative to allow stu¬ 
dents to earn college credit 
while still in high school is a 
recent innovation—an oppor¬ 
tunity past students were not 
afforded. That said, it’s likely 
the school has never had a stu¬ 
dent graduate with more college 
hours than salutatorian Brittany 
Curry. While her 4.3 GPA is 
impressive, it is not nearly as 
remarkable as her 68 hours of 
credit earned. 


While some of the credits 
won’t transfer because Curry 
will be attending college out of 
state next year, at Rice 
University in Houston, it would 
be a mistake to pity her. If her 
past accomplishments are any 
indication, she will do just fine 
regardless. For evidence of her 
drive to succeed, look to her 
goal of finishing at the top of her 
class, which she set more than a 
decade ago. 

“Honestly it’s been something 
I’ve wanted since I started kin¬ 
dergarten,” Curry says of the 
prospect of earning valedictorian 
or salutatorian. “It’s something 
that I’ve always kind of had my 
eye on.” 

Curry, who aspires to be a 
college professor someday, will 
study math and statistics at Rice, 
so it’s not surprising that she 
credits two math teachers—Dr. 
John LaGrange at Lindsey 
Wilson and John Shelley, for¬ 
merly of ACHS —as strong 
influences on her academic 
career. 

“Both of them really loved 
their job,” Curry explains. 
“They made it interesting and 


inspired me to go into math [as a 
major and career].” 

Like McQuaide, Curry also 
credits her Academic Team 
coach, Brett Reliford, with push¬ 
ing her to reach her potential. 

“I had him in class for three 
years and he’s my coach, so 
we’re really close,” Curry says. 
“He’s been a great support sys¬ 
tem for me.” 

In addition to taking seem¬ 
ingly all the college courses 
available and competing on the 
A-Team, Curry somehow found 
time to play trumpet and win a 
National Championship in the 
ACHS marching band, where 
she served as backfield drum 
major and made all district two 
years. She was also named a 
National Merit Commended 
Student and earned Western 
Kentucky University’s Scholar 
of the Week award. 

The daughter of Teresa Abrell 
credits her busy schedule with 
helping her reach her academic 
goals. 

“I’ve been involved in a lot of 
things and kept myself really 
busy,” Curry says. “It’s given 
me some insight into the work 
ethic I’ll need in the future.”

School Board as the second 
annual recipient of the 
Meritorious Service Award, 
which is given to a 
community member outside 
of the school system that has 
made an impact on the lives 
of students. 

Rogers, Supt. Alan Reed 
explained, has volunteered his 
time and expertise to Adair 
County athletics for almost 
four decades, most notably as 
the team doctor for Indian 
Football since 1975. Perhaps 
the most remarkable 
contribution Rogers has made, 
however, is that he’s given 
sports physicals to hundreds, 
if not thousands of Adair 
County athletes over the years 
without ever charging a dime. 

“He has truly gone far and 
above the call of duty,” Reed 
said. 

Rogers appeared humbled 
by the award. 

“I should be thanking you 
guys,” Rogers said. “I am just 
so blessed to have been able 
to share my skills and my 
knowledge with those kids.” 

Rogers went on to say that 
he hopes to continue in his 
role on the sidelines for 
another 40 years. Board 
members Mike Harris and 
Quinn Lasley also offered 
remarks of gratitude. Harris 
said that Rogers worked with 
him while he was a football 
player in the late 1970s and 
Lasley mentioned how much 
her son, Cameron, a current 
Indian football player, trusts 
Rogers to look out for the 
players health. 

“He thinks you can do it 
all,” Lasley said. 

In other business at last 
Thursday’s meeting: 

•The board approved a 
tentative budget for the 2015- 
2016 fiscal year, which starts 
July 1. The total budgeted 
amount is just more than $29 
million, with an expected 
carryover of $2.1 million into 
the 2016-2017 fiscal year. Of 
course, the budget will not be 
finalized until the state’s 
funds are appropriated early 
in the next fiscal year, so the 
numbers are subject to 
change. District financial 
officer Renae Smith explained 
that the tentative budget is a 
conservative estimate. 

“You have to plan for the 
worst case scenario,” Smith 
said. 

•The board approved the 
purchase of 50 new football 
helmets for Adair County 
Middle School. The cost of 
the helmets is $99.95 each,

and H&W Sports agreed to 
throw in five free helmets 
with the purchase. The 
school’s current helmets, 
which head coach John Peck 
exhibited to the board, are 
woefully outdated, causing a 
safety concern. Dr. Rogers 
concurred. 

“Concussions are the 
number-one problem in any 
contact sport,” Rogers 
explained. “This type of 
helmet really is an upgrade.” 

“I felt a moral and legal 
responsibility to improve our 
helmets,” Peck added. 

The board typically does 
not buy uniforms for sports 
teams, but as Harris noted, 
helmets are more than part of 
a uniform. 

“This is not a uniform 
issue,” Harris stated. “It’s an 
equipment issue and a safety 
issue.” 

•Reed delivered his 
monthly report to the board. 

The superintendent noted 
that he has received a lot of 
positive feedback about the 
board’s recent decision to 
partner with Cumberland 
Family Medical to establish 
clinics in each of the schools. 

“We’re really excited to be 
a part of that network,” Reed 
said of the new agreement. 
“We’ll see how it goes next 
year.” 

Reed also noted that the 
school’s website, which he 
admitted was outdated despite 
recent steps of improvement, 
is due for a major overhaul in 
the coming weeks and 
months. 

“It’s got to be good all the 
time,” Reed said, noting that 
the site is the window into the 
school system for anyone not 
in this community. “I do 
apologize for any 
outdatedness.” 


•The board voted to once 
again take on traveling costs 
for sporting events, FBLA, 
and FFA trips. For the past 
several years, the teams and 
their boosters have been 
responsible for raising funds 
to cover bus and fuel 
expenses. 

Reed said that while it was 
necessary at the time to have 
the teams cover those 
expenses, he was happy that 
the board could now afford to 
fund travel to games and 
events. 

The item was listed only for 
sports teams, but board 
member Terry Harvey asked 
that it be amended to include 
FFA and FBLA. Any outing 
exceeding 200 miles, round- 
trip, will still have to be 
covered by the team or 
organization unless the board 
grants an exception. Board 
chairman Floyd Burton said 
that the issue will have to be 
looked at again next year. 

All board members voted in 
favor of the change. 

“I’d vote twice on that 
one,” Harris said. “That’s 
great.” 

•Reed announced that 13 
teachers took on extra 
coursework over the past year 
and have recently been 
nationally certified. 

Reed and District 
Instructional Supervisor 
Phyllis Curry praised the 
group for their dedication to 
becoming better educators. 

“Congratulations to all you 
folks,” Curry said. 

•The board voted 
unanimously to allow all 
Adair County students free 
admission to middle school 
and high school sporting 
events. 

All board members were 
present for the meeting.

The Adair County Fiscal Court and Judge-Executive Mike 
Stephens met for a special called session Tuesday morning to open 
sealed bids on a county-owned property on Merchant Street that has 
been used as a parking lot. 

SPM Properties, Inc. offered the only bid for the property, at 
$42,501. The lot had been appraised at between $30,000 and 
$35,000, although the county paid $70,000 for the land in 
February2008. A restriction listed in the bid advertisement 
stipulates that six parking spots on the lot will be retained for use at 
the Adair County 911 Center. 

Stephens admitted that the lot was not the most desirable to 
bidders. 

“It is hard to sell this lot with these restrictions,” Stephens said. 
“However, [the bids] came in higher than was expected.” 

Magistrate Daryl Flatt said that it was tough to accept the loss for 
the county by selling for so much less than the Court paid, but 
added that the money could be better used elsewhere and the lot 
was not needed. Reluctantly, Flatt offered a motion to accept the 
bid, Sammy Baker seconded, and the motion passed, 7-0.

the General Fund. “This will be my 20th budget, and I’ll 
agree we’ve never done it this way.” 

Hardwick said that he had been instructed by the city’s 
auditors to amend the budget in the manner presented. 

Loy said that funds may have to be transferred before 
the fiscal year ends to fix the deficit in the General Fund. 

“It is balanced,” Loy said. “As far as transferring funds, 
we might have to.” 

KRS 91 A.030(8) states, “No budget ordinance shall be 
adopted which provides for appropriations to exceed reve¬ 
nues in any one fiscal year.” However, the statute does not 
explicitly explain if this only applies to the budget as a 
whole or for specific funds. 

Grimsley asked that the issue be tabled until the matter 
can be explored more in depth, so no vote was taken. 

Funds requested for Parks and Recreation 

Three people spoke Monday asking the council to use 
occupational tax funds to pay for heating and air units at 
the Jim Blair Center. 

Blair Center director Ricky Roy explained that since 
construction began on the adjoining senior citizen center, 
there has been no air circulation in the building, and the 
need for AC will only increase as weather warms up in the 
coming months. He said that the soaring temperatures 
bring with them a health and safety risk to those that use 
the facility. Roy brought with him an estimate for the cost 
of installing heating and air units, which came in at just 
short of $60,000. 

Roy also said that future plans for the facility include 
lights for the track and an outdoor volleyball court, 
although all improvements would be contingent on ade¬ 
quate funding. 

“That’s some of the things we need,” Roy explained. 
“We ask for your help because it is a city/county building.” 

Rogers said that the council would address the issue 
when the new budget is drafted later this month. 

Jelaine Harlow followed Roy at the pulpit and said that 
as a member of one of the newly instituted ReFit classes at 
the Blair Center, she knows firsthand how badly the build¬ 
ing needs air conditioning. 

“We’ve got to have the tax money to do it,” Harlow said, 
noting the health and wellness boon to the community that 
the center could be if properly funded. 

Bobby Bowe also addressed the council in favor of the 
Parks and Recreation funding. He said that no AC in the 
summer months could become a serious safety issue. 
Neither the mayor nor the council divulged how big of a 
priority parks and recreation would be on the upcoming 
budget. 

Street name change requested 

Bowe also asked the council to change the name of 
Connie Street to Johnnie Street. He said that as one of 
three residents of the street, he had talked to members of 
both of the other households and that everyone was in 
favor of the change. The Council seemed supportive of the 
idea,but asked that Bowe gather, in writing, the approval of 
the other residents, which he agreed to do.

Project Graduation began in Maine over 20 years ago in response to 
the tragic loss of 18 lives in alcohol and drug related crashes following 
graduation. During the 1979 commencement period (May 15-June 30) 
in Maine, seven of the 12 deaths among teenagers that resulted from 
driving under the influence of alcohol occurred in the area of Oxford 
Hills. In response to this loss of life, a school-community coalition 
from Oxford Hills developed and implemented a program called 
“Project Graduation,” a chemical-free graduation celebration, during 
the 1979-1980 school year. During Oxford Hills’ 1980 commencement 
period, there were no fatalities, no alcohol or drug-related injuries, and 
no arrests for driving under the influence of alcohol. Maine’s first 
Project Graduation was such a success that many other high schools 
adopted similar programs. By 1986, Project Graduation activities were 
held in fifty states. Today the term “Project Graduation” describes a 
substance free graduation celebration sponsored by the community 
under the supervision of many adult volunteers. 

Over the past several years, Project Graduation has been a large part 
of the Adair County High School’s graduation festivities. With support 
from the community, the students have been able to enjoy a fun and 
safe celebration, and have made memories that will last a lifetime. 

This year’s ACHS Project Graduation will be June 5, 2015 
immediately following ACHS Graduation at the Adair County High 
School Gymnasium, 526 Indian Dr. Registration will begin at 
approximately 9:00 pm and students will not be allowed to enter after

Breeze Takes The 
Reigns For Adair

The Adair County Indians have hired a new boys head basketball 
coach. Deron Breeze, 33, was officially announced last week as the 
man to succeed former coach Mark Fudge at the helm. With many 
squads across the area ready to dive into summer competition, the 
process of putting his stamp on the program is already a whirlwind. 
Luckily, Breeze welcomes the fast pace. 

“I’m almost always in the gym,” Breeze begins. “If I’m not in 
there with the high school students, I’m training younger kids or 
traveling with AAU.” 

Breeze’s devotion to the game is long running. His father was a 
coach, and Deron always knew that after his playing days were 
over he wanted to follow in those footsteps. 

“I’ve been around it all my life,” he says. “My dad was a coach, 
so I was brought up around basketball, and I’ve always just loved 
the game.” 

The early roots of Breeze’s basketball history are in his native 
Mason County. In high school, he moved to Barren County, where 
he excelled for the Trojans before continuing his playing career 
with one season at North Idaho Junior College and another year 
with Florida Community College at Jacksonville. 

Breeze finished his undergraduate degree at Western Kentucky 
University, where he served for two seasons as an undergraduate 
assistant under then-coach Darrin Horn. 

“I always thought I wanted to be a college head coach,” Breeze 
explains. “My two years at Western showed me that it was a lot of 
time away from family, and with two boys, I couldn’t do that.” 

Instead, Breeze accepted a job out of college as the head coach at 
Bracken County, a tough gig in a loaded district. The Polar Bears 
went 5-23 the season before Breeze took over. Breeze bettered that 
mark by four games in his initial season, then spent two years at 
Bath County where he compiled a 25-32 record. In the year prior to 
his arrival, the Wildcats went 13-11, losing six seniors to 
graduation. 

Breeze spent one year as an assistant at Caverna before finding 
his groove in AAU basketball as the head coach of Derby State, 
which captured the state championship and finished with a top-20 
national ranking. On that team was current Indian and rising junior 
Chance Melton, and Breeze says his experience with the program 
gives him a familiarity with several of the current Adair players. 

He now commands Team WACG 16-and-under, a Nike 
sponsored AAU program out of Nashville, which competes in the 
prestigious annual Elite Youth Basketball League tournament and 
features the nation’s top freshman, Marvin Bagley III, who recently 
received a scholarship offer from Kentucky. In addition to his AAU 
success, he also spent last season as the head coach at South Warren 
High School. 

Breeze says his time with elite players and against top-flight 
competition has honed an intense approach on both ends of the 
floor. 

“I want to be aggressive on offense and defense,” he explains. “I 
want to pressure the ball on defense and attack the basket on 
offense. I want to put kids in a position to do what they do best, and

I want to win the paint. We’ll look to spread it out and drive it, and 
if you can get to the rim and not give up anything inside on the 
other end, that’s a big step toward winning.” 

Even with his penchant for pressure, Breeze acknowledges that 
he will adapt to his personnel and circumstances. With a number of 
members of the Tribe’s rotation also excelling on the gridiron, he 
realizes that his time with them will be limited before the season. 

“I may only have them for a short time before the season starts, 
and that makes it hard to implement a defense, so we’ll probably 
start out in zone early in the year,” he notes, already strategizing for 
the upcoming season. “But as the season goes on I’d like to see 
more man-to-man.” 

Despite the potential challenge, Breeze’s previous stops have 
prepared him for overcoming obstacles, and he says that there were 
several attractive features that drew him toward the Adair job when 
it opened. 

“For one, over the past 20 years, Adair County has been to the 
state tournament three times, and for a community of that size, there 
has even been some Division I talent come through,” he says of the 
evidence that you can succeed with the Indians. 

“On top of the talent and tradition, Adair County has some of the 
best fan support in this part of the state, and I really like that there’s 
one county high school instead of several different ones,” he adds. 
“When you factor in that I’ve already coached a few kids from here, 
and that the community is the best place to bring up my kids, it’s a 
great opportunity.” 

With a jam-packed summer ahead and a schedule looming in the 
winter that features as competitive a district slate as the Tribe has 
faced in some time, Breeze is ready to face this challenge just as he 
has the others along the way. 

“I’m excited,” he says clearly. “I’m ready to move into the 
community and get things started.”

Let me start by saying the 
ESPY Awards are meaningless. 

These next several hundred 
words are not necessarily 
about the annual ESPN 
ceremony where the company 
who overshadows the 
conversations in the rest of the 
sporting world congratulates 
itself and hands out trophies to 
athletes who accomplish more 
prestigious honors every single day. It’s a viewers grab, a 
way to let ESPN talk about, well, ESPN, in the middle of 
the summer drought that gives way to televised poker and 
spelling bees. It’s filler, and it only matters on the network 
that created and broadcasts the show. 

What does matter, however, is the platform of the event. 
For reasons I can’t explain or defend, millions, myself 
included, tune in each year to find out who is the best 
female athlete or the top NASCAR driver, as voted on by 
the fans. Everyone from the often-solid host of the show, 
to the various individuals recognized on that night, is 
given a chance to stand in the spotlight for a bit. Almost 
without fail, these same people essentially live in the 
spotlight, and the stage they are given is unnecessary and 
even boring. That will again be the case at this year’s 
ESPY Awards, but it didn’t have to be. 

Caitlyn Jenner was announced as this year’s Arthur Ashe 
Courage Award recipient on Monday. Caitlyn, formerly 
Bruce Jenner, is the highly publicized ex-Olympic 
decathlete and member of the mind-numbing Kardashian 
family who debuted as her new female identity with a 
Vanity Fair photo shoot on the same day the award was 
announced. All of Jenner’s journey has been documented 
through television interviews, tabloid coverage and 
internet updates, and Monday’s “Call Me Caitlyn” 
headline was the culmination of what Jenner has said was 
a multi-decade process of becoming who she always felt 
she was. 

I realize that such conversations make lots of people 
uncomfortable, and that the topic itself is particularly 
divisive at the moment. This isn’t about Caitlyn Jenner, 
although I do feel that it takes courage to open yourself up 
to ridicule and scrutiny in the name of being what you feel 
is your true self. The word “courageous” can be fittingly 
applied to Jenner’s decision, and it doesn’t have to be 
juxtaposed with comparisons to war heroes or other acts of 
valor in a way that suggests that there is merely one level 
of courage or bravery. 

The point here is that Jenner is not the most deserving 
recipient of this award—not this year. Lauren Hill died on 
April 10 at the age of 19. She lost her life after battling 
Diffuse Intrinsic Pontine Giloma, a brain tumor that 
typically affects children. Before her death, however. Hill, 
a former standout high school basketball player in Indiana 
who had committed to play collegiately at Mount St. 
Joseph in Ohio, raised more than $1 million for cancer 
research. 

Hill’s story found its way into the public eye when the 
NCAA granted Mount St. Joseph permission to play its 
opening game of the season two weeks early in order to 
allow Hill, already severely limited by her condition, to 
live her dream of playing in a college basketball game.

With a second-consecutive 
20th District Championship in 
hand and a first round win over 
Bethlehem under their belt, the 
Indians squared off with 
Elizabethtown last Wednesday 
night at Nelson County High 
School in the second round of 
the 5th Region tournament.

Two 
strong plays from the Adair 
infield in the slow-moving grass 
ended the top half quickly, but 
Adair was unable to muster 
more than a Zach Hutchison sin¬ 
gle in the home half. 

The excellent Adair defense 
from the first went uncharacter¬ 
istically sideways in the second. 
A throw to first was low, allow¬ 
ing a runner to reach safely, and 
a pick-off attempt went sailing 
wide as the Panther leadoff man 
moved to second. A single to 
center put runners on the cor¬ 
ners, and a bunt attempt was 
misplayed and thrown to second, 
allowing a run to score and both 
Panthers to reach safely. With 
two on, however, Dean settled 
back in, forcing a fly-out to left 
to end the inning as Adair trailed 
1 - 0 . 

A Dusty Todd single rep¬ 
resented the only Adair baserun- 
ner in the next pair of innings, 
and in the top of the fourth E- 
Town reached on a chopper up 
the middle to lead off the frame. 
The leadoff man stole second, 
and another single to center left 
Panthers on the corners again. 
With two outs, a grounder to 
deep shortstop near the foul line 
was fielded by Hutchison and 
thrown to third baseman David 
Streeval for the tag, but it was 
ruled that the runner from third 
crossed home plate before the 
tag and the score jumped to 2-0. 

A single from Jacob Pooler 
was joined by another hit to 
right field from Todd to put two 
on for Adair in the bottom of the 
fourth, but a fly out and ground 
out ended the threat. Adair tried 
to turn an inning-ending double 
play in the fifth, but the runner 
was deemed safe at first and a 
runner scored from third to 
extend the lead to 3-0, E-Town. 

Hutchison dropped a perfectly 
placed bunt for a hit in the fifth, 
senior catcher Tristen Beard 
joined Todd’s third single of the 
day with a base hit of his own in 
the sixth, and senior Josh Hardin 
blooped a base hit to right in the 
seventh, but Adair could never 
manage the one extra hit nec¬ 
essary to plate a run, allowing 
Elizabethtown’s 3-0 lead to 
become the final score and end 
another incredible season by the 
Tribe. 

Clark Dean took the loss for 
the Indians, despite an effort 
worthy of the big stage. Dean 
went the distance, striking out 
three Panthers while allowing 
just two earned runs. 

At the plate, Dusty Todd went 
3-for-3 in his final game as an 
Indian, while fellow senior Zach 
Hutchison went 2-for-4 with a 
stolen base. Seniors Tristen 
Beard and Josh Hardin added 
hits in their last game as well, 
and junior Jacob Pooler rounded 
out the Adair offense that totaled 
eight singles on the day as the 
Indians finished the year 19-11.

She eagerly showed us around 
the office. As she sat down in 
the board chairs, at the glossy, 
wooden table, she struck up a 
conversation. Her eyes sparkled 
as the conversation flowed from 
simple chitchat into a discussion 
about who she was and what she 
was doing here. 

Her name is Karli Jessie, and 
she is the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 

Extension Intern for the summer 
of 2015. 

Jessie, a native of Adair 
County, will be a senior at the 
UK, and is majoring in dietetics. 
She wanted to have the 
opportunity to work with a 
family consumer science agent, 
such as her now supervisor, 
Kelli Bonifer, because it relates 
to and ties in with her major. 

“I interviewed at the 
University of Kentucky—so it’s 
through UK and then I selected 
the counties I would like to 
internship with,” Jessie said. 
“And of course I chose Adair 
County, because that’s where 
I’m from.” 

Jessie does not know exactly 
where her dietetics major might 
take her in the future, but there 
is one thing that she is sure of — 
she wants to become a registered 
dietician. She says that could 
mean community nutrition, it 
could be clinical work or it 
could be food service. 

“That’s the good thing about 
dietetics, is that you have so 
many options that you could 
choose from to do with a job.” 

Working in extension, she 
says, is something that would tie 
in very closely with her major. 

“I am highly interested in 
working in extension in the 
future,” Jessie said. “So when I 
saw that this internship was 
offered, that’s why I applied, 
because I was highly interested 
in it, not necessarily just trying 
to find an internship for the 
summer.” 

She was accepted for it, and 
began the 12 week internship on 
May 11. It will end on July 31. 

Since beginning her 
internship, Jessie says that she 



has done a wide variety of 
things. Each day, they have done 
something different. For 
example, in her brief time at the 
job, she has done everything 
from recording a radio interview 
to teaching a class to children. 

“My first day, before I even 
came to the office, we did a 
radio interview about water 
awareness month,” Jessie said. 
“I [also] attended their district 
staff meeting.... we went 
shopping for the new building, 
then I taught a sun safety class at 
a health fair by myself. It was at 
the primary school, so that was 
interesting. We work a lot with 
the homemakers, so we went to 
their annual meeting and it was 
a boots and bling theme. It was 
fun.” 

She has also helped out with 
REACH, a program that teaches 
individuals how to shop for 
ingredients for a recipe, how to 
make the recipe and then allows 
them to take the recipe home 
with them. They also went to 
“Friends and Neighbors,” an 
adult daycare, and made 
smoothies for them. On top of 
this, Jessie will also be helping 
out with 4H camp. 

She noted that even though 
she is not very far into her 


internship yet, it has been a very 
good experience. 

“I like it, because I’ve had 
other internships and other jobs 
and it’s like you do the same 
thing everyday,” Jessie said. 
“And this one you do something 
different every day so you don’t 
get bored—you don’t have time 
to be bored.” 

She has also noticed since 
being at the internship that 
Bonifer does so much more than 
just nutrition. Family consumer 
science isn’t just about nutrition, 
according to Jessie and Bonifer. 
Bonifer says that family 
consumer science also deals 
with food preservation, food 
safety, parenting classes, green 
cleaning and couponing, among 
other things. 

“We try to work with people 
to extend their quality of life,” 
Bonifer said. 

In her few weeks working at 
the extension office, Jessie has 
already picked up on valuable 
advice. 

“Kelli says this all the time, 
and that’s to be flexible,” Jessie 
said. “You have to be ready for 
anything and just every day can 
be something new that you have 
to do, [and] you have to be 
ready for.”

May Field Day At Homeplace Helps 
Foster Learning About Healthy Soils And 
The Benefits Of Soil Health Cover Crops

A group of farm producers and conservation professionals joined representatives of Homeplace on 
Green River at the Taylor County historic farm in late May to learn more about what makes up a 
healthy soil system. Participants learned how to preserve and even improve our priceless soils, increase 
farm productivity, and protect the natural world at the same time. The meeting was a cooperative effort 
between the Homeplace on Green River, The Nature Conservancy (TNC), and the Natural Resource 
Conservation Service (NRCS). 

John Graham (the Soil Health Specialist for NRCS in Kentucky) talked about the science behind soil 
health. Graham showed how a growing body of evidence clearly demonstrates that some traditional 
practices like deep tillage and lack of carefully planned cover crops can destroy essential soil biology 
in a relatively short period of time. He also presented several excellent case studies of innovative farm 
producers who have “cracked the soil health code” and are now not only preserving the soil they have, 
they are improving the characteristics of their farm soils while producing good crop yields at the same 
time. As Graham explained, these farmers have learned that the secret to soil health lies in biology, not 
chemistry. By re-establishing and or enhancing the biological processes in cropland soils, farmers can 
in most cases over time, reduce the amount of chemicals and fertilizers they are currently applying and 
at the same time increase profits. 

After Mr. Graham’s presentation, the group walked out into a planting of cereal rye. Planted in 
November 2014 as a cool season cover crop to help protect and nourish the soil’s biological processes 
during the harsh winter months, the rye also adding organic matter to the soil, reduced erosion and the 
leaching of valuable nutrients. 

Several local farm producers showed a keen interest in improving their own soils and wanted to 
learn more about cover crop seeding mixtures, the science involved and how best to begin soil health 
cover crop programs on their own croplands. 

During the meeting, Billy Fudge (member of the Homeplace board of directors) and Mike Hensley 
(Green River Project Director for The Nature Conservancy) spoke about the partnership between the 
Homeplace and TNC, and how it is in everyone’s mutual interests to protect the health of our soils. 

A more complete regional field day is being planned and will be held at the Homeplace in August. 
Homeplace will continue to sponsor these important discussions about healthy soils, and how farm 
producers in our area can learn more about Soil Health Cover Crops and how best to utilize them in 
their row crop operations. 

Homeplace on Green River is designated by the Commonwealth as “Kentucky’s Outdoor 
Classroom” and is a joint effort of Adair, Green and Taylor counties. The 200 year old farm is being 
restored by the three counties.

Campbellsville University 
honored 177 teachers from 66 
school districts throughout 
Kentucky by receiving the 
Campbellsville University 
Excellence in Teaching Award 
Saturday, May 16 at the 
Ransdell Chapel on the CU cam¬ 
pus. 

Dr. Thomas Floyd, chief of 
staff, office of the Commissioner 
of Education, gave greetings 
from Terry Holliday, commis¬ 
sioner of the Kentucky 
Department of Education, who 
sent a video message to the 
teachers and praised their “inno¬ 
vative spirit.” 

“I’m here today to recognize 
the quality of teaching and 
learning taking place in school 
systems throughout Kentucky,” 
Floyd said. 

He said being a teacher today 
isn’t easy, as teachers wear mul¬ 
tiple hats perhaps including 
counselor, disciplinarian, parent, 
friend, bus monitor, instructional 
leader, club sponsor and con¬ 
fidant.” 

However, he told the teachers 
that a lot of progress had been 
made in Kentucky in recent 
years and people in the rest of 
the country want to emulate 
what Kentucky does. 

He pointed out the progress 
that has been made such as: 
implementation of new stan¬ 
dards that are raising the bar on 
education in Kentucky, more 
children are ready to take the 
next step with Kentucky’s col¬ 
lege and career-readiness rate 
having climbed from 34 percent 
to 62.5 percent, and Kentucky’s 
graduation rate is in the top ten 
in the country at 87.5 percent. 

He told the teachers that 
achievement gaps, however, do 
exist and “We must find a way 
to eliminate them. That is one of 
our priorities moving forward.” 

He said the teachers serve all 
kids, and “You are dedicated to 
making sure each and every 
child succeeds.” 

Floyd thanked the teachers for 
their gift of commitment to help¬ 
ing children. “Teaching is a life 
well spent,” he said. 

Floyd gave several examples 
of influential teachers through¬ 
out his life who helped him with 
encouragement of reading in the 
first grade, being recognized for 
being the second person in his 
class to master his multiplication 
tables through 12 in the third 
grade, finding his career path as 
a biology teacher and learning 
the value of being punctual and 
having a good personal appear¬ 
ance. 

“We thank you and recognize 
you for your gifts to the future,” 
he said. 

Dr. Frank Cheatham, senior 
vice president for academic 
affairs, and Dr. Donna 
Hedgepath, dean of the School 
of Education and incoming vice 
president for academic affairs, 
presented the certificates to the 
teachers before a luncheon in 
Winters Dining Hall. 

Cheatham, who is retiring 
after 43 years of service at 
Campbellsville, was given an 
honorary Excellence in Teaching 
Award, by Hedgepath for his 50 


years of service in education. 

He graduated from 
Campbellsville University in 
1965 and taught math and biol¬ 
ogy at Taylor County High 
School for two years. He taught 
math and computer science at 
Campbellsville University from 
1973 until becoming vice presi¬ 
dent for academic affairs in 
1999 when he also still taught 
some classes periodically. 

Dr. John Chowning, vice 
president for church and exter¬ 
nal relations and executive assis¬ 
tant to the president, introduced 
the speaker and welcomed the 
teachers to Campbellsville 
University on behalf of Dr. 
Michael V. Carter, president of 
the university. 

Chowning congratulated the 
teachers for the dedication and 
working in such a “noble profes¬ 
sion.” Chowning announced the 
names of the teachers from each 
school district as they received 
their awards. 

Hedgepath congratulated the 
award recipients as well who 
have gone “above and beyond.” 
Hannah Ellis of Taylor County, 
who is a Nashville recording art¬ 
ist recently featured on “The 
Voice,” sang at the ceremony. 
Judith and Roger Davis pro¬ 
vided music at a luncheon in 
honors of the teachers. 

Campbellsville University 
began the Excellence in 
Teaching Awards Program in 
1987 with assistance from Earl 
Aaron and the Ward, Cundiff 
and Aaron Memorial Fund.

The location of the game was also moved, first to a home game for Mount St. Joseph, 
and eventually to the campus of Xavier University to accommodate the massive crowd. 
Hill appeared in four games, scoring five layups, but her contribution to both the team, 
community, college and country were far greater than those 10 points. 

Hill’s very public battle as a 19-year-old completely unaccustomed to the spotlight is 
courageous. To allow the world in as she watched her young life slip away, and to do so 
in order to benefit others long after her battle was lost, is courageous. It has only been 
two months since she passed away, and she was a current athlete at the time of her 
passing. 

Bruce Jenner was celebrated as an American sports hero in the 1970s for his Olympic 
accomplishments, and has remained in the public eye for the last several years as a 
member of the famous family. Caitlyn Jenner is undoubtedly a noted member of the 
sports world, and as I said, has shown courage, no matter your personal opinion on 
transgender issues. 

Still, there is no one more deserving of the Arthur Ashe Courage Award than Lauren 
Hill. This decision, especially to be announced on the day Jenner’s magazine shoot was 
revealed, reeks of headline grabbing, an attempt to make a social statement, and to pair 
the ESPY Awards with the booming fascination with this hot-button topic. It’s a ratings 
ploy, and while that is normally fine for a television network, it crosses the line when it 
uses such serious and important issues to do so, and when it overlooks the strength and 
perseverance of an incredible young woman in the process.
